inistry of Labour has begun 
a discussion with employers and 
employed in connexion with the 
proposal for a forty-hour week, 
Mr. . Neville Chamberlain in- 
‘formed the House of Commons 
this week that it would be im- 
Possible for Britain’ to “impose 
on its owh industries a’ measure 
for reducing hours which was 
not accepted: by other nations, 
At the same time, he express! 
ed sympathy - with — proposals 
which would lead to..increased 
employment without raising 
costs. of production.
